“OUT OF HIS LIFE 
BY OWN VOLITION” 


Letter She Wrote Described 
by Court as “Cold and 
Indifferent as Writ of 
Ouster.” 


Mrs. Alpha Ruf Sheip’s claim to 
a one-half share of the $2,600,000 
estate of Frank A. Ruf, patent 
medicine manufacturer, as an 
adopted daughter, is declarad to be 
“an afterthought, and without 
form or substance,” in the decision 
handed down today by Circuit 
Judge Wurdeman of Clayton, hold- 
ing that she is not a legal heir of 
Ruf. 


Appeal Is Planned. 

Today's decision, which was in 
favor of the Mercantile Trust Co. 
as trustee of the Ruf estate, set- 
tled Mrs. Shelp’s suit to be de- 
clared an adopted daughter. It 
will be followed, May 4, by a sim- 
flar decision in her suit for par- 
titioning of the estate, which Ruf 
in his will left to Mrs. Ruf, and 
to various public objects after her 
death. After that decision has 
been rendered, an appeal will be 
taken to the Supreme Court, it was 
stated today by L. F. Ottofy, of 
Mrs. Shelp’s counsel. 

“IT have considered all the test!i- 
mony.” Judge Wurdeman said in 
his prepared opinion, “and see 
nothing in this case but a penni- 
less niece, living in comfort and 
affluence with wealthy relatives, 
and then, when she meets the man 
of her choice, she severs all ties 
of any kind that might bind her 
to them, in a letter that reads as 
cold and indifferent as a writ of 
ouster in a landlord and tenant 
case.”’ 

Letter Is 

The letter, written Feb. 3, 1920, 
just after the marriage of the for- 
mer Miss Alpha Ruf Hatch to 
to Willard B. Shelp Jr., is quoted tn 
the Judge’s opinion. It was sent 
to Mrs. Ruf, the young woman's 
aunt, and read: 

Dear Auntie—Inclosed please 
find checks for articles pur- 
chased, being In absolute nead 
of them before marrying. T 
wish you always to remember 
that IT am grateful to you and 
your husband for all you have 
done for me. 

I have gone absolutely out of 
your life and trust you will now 
be happy. 

Am sorry to have broken mv 
promise to you about waiting 
your return, but my husband 
refused, under the circumstances, 
to wait longer. Most sincerely, 

ALPHA HATCH SHELP. 
Comment on Letter. 

“If this letter indicates any- 
thing,” Judge Wurdeman gays, “it 
indicates that in the plaintiff's 
mind no relationishp or status of 
father and daughter had ever ex- 
isted between her and Ruf. ‘I 
have gone absolutely out of your 
life.” By these words plaintiff re- 
nounces her right to whatever

Gel, also known as Punky, signed | 


for his friend, Richard Conley, ied 
to an argument in the kitchen of 


Sandel’s home, over his saloon, at 
2423 North Fifteenth etreet, early 
yesterday morning; which resulted 
in Sandel being shot to death and 
Conley being held by a tc‘’oroner's 
jury today as the slayer. 

The bond was returnable May 1}, 
on a charge of carrying concealed 
weapons, his widow testified at the 
inquest today, and the argument 
followed Sandel's closing of the aa- 
loon and while he was entertaining 
Conley and two other men in a 
Grinking party in his home. Only 
two witnesses testified at the iIn- 
quest—-the wives of the two men— 
and from their testimony, as in 
previous statements to the police, 
there was reconstructed a duel be- 
tween the two men, In which each 
emptied his weapon at the other. 
Conley, wounded, was sought today 
in a canvass of hospital and physi- 
cians’ offices. 

The wife of the saloonman, Mrs 
Rose Sandel, named Conley as one 
of the three men. avho had drinks 
in the kitchen of the home, after 
the proprietor closed the place at 1 
Police, called to the house 
2:30 a. m., found Sandel, 
». on the floor. He was 
Pronounced dead at city hospita! 
from wounds in the neck and ab- 
domen and two in the chest. 


Tells of Argument. 


Sandel's revolver was found by 
his side, with six empty shells, and 
in another part of the room was 
found an empty automatic pistol. 
with six discharged cartridges 
reattered about. Bullet holes 
punctured the wall, floor and the 
hitchen stove and several flattened 
bullets were picked up. 

The wife said her husband eacrved 
G@rinks to Conley and the two other 
men, whom she did not know, and 
related that Conley remarked to 
her. “I'm sorry for you, Rose.”’ 
From another room she hea:d an 
argument arise, and Conley to say, 
“If I thought you 


Later, she said, Conley shouted. 
“T'll shoot you. you ." to which 
Jer husband replied, “oh no, you 
won't.” She rushed into the room 
And pacified the men, she contin- 
, ved, after which she went down- 
stairs. A moment later she heard 
a fusilade of shote. Rushing up 
the etairs, she said she passed Con- 
ley, hatless and bleeding. and found 
her husband lying on the floor 
A «ray fedora hat, which Mrs 
said was Conleyv's was 
picked up in the room. 

Qiothing I« Found. 

Police went to the home of Con- 
ley at 1423 Monroe 
and questioned his wife. She 
told the police «‘onlev had come 
home a short time before and said 
Jhe was in trouble and was badly 
wounded. She helped him remove 
his clothes and bathed a wound. 
which she deacribed as being in the 
lower back. He was weak from

suade him to go to bed, she re- 
lated. but he insisted wpon chanc- 
ing clothes, saying he was going in 
search of a doctor.
